120 Volunteers 
Assist Guards 
In Patrolling 


TAMPA, Fla. (AP) — White- 
helmeted Negro peace troops — 
120 you ng volu nteers patroling 
in threes — restored calm to the 
streets of Tampa Wednesday 
night where rioters ru led earlier 
in the week. 
Sheriff Malcolm Beard calmly 
held his massive armed force of 
National

troops 
and 
police in check while the you ng­ 
sters in borrowed helmets broke 
u p two u nru ly crowds withou t 
incident. 
Firemen reported only two 
fires Wednesday night were set 
by gasoline bombs compared to 
15 on Tu esday night. There were 
more than a dozen false alarm s 
Wednesday night. 
In another isolated incident, 
depu ties said, a gasoline bomb 
was tossed in the window of a 
car on a highway, bu rning two 
white teen-agers in the au to. 
One, identified as Bobby Wilson, 
17, of Tampa, was admitted to 
Tampa General Hospital in seri­ 
ou s condition with third-degree 
bu rns over his arm and back. 
Officials said they had expect­ 
ed new trou ble to follow a rilling 
Wednesday 
that 
Patrolm an 
Jam es R. Calvert was ju stified 
when he shot 19 -year-old Martin 
Chambers, a Negro bu rglary 
su spect, in the back Su nday 
Big ht. The killing triggered two 
bitter nights of rioting and a 
third night of u nrest.

Beard and civil rights leaders 
predicted trou ble after the ru l­ 
ing. The boy’s mother filed a

One of the white hats was 
threatened by a white man with 
a gu n, police said. The man was 
arrested. 
“ We are going to play it by 
ear, bu t we will not allow any­ 
thing to get ou t of hand,” Beard 
told a grou p of ministers and 
civil rights spokesmen in his 
office. “If we have any ou tbu rst 
of violence — looting or bu rning 
or throwing of Molotov cocktails 
—- I will u se every force neces­ 
sary to stop it,” he warned. 
Abou t 9 :30 p. rn. a crowd of 40 
people massed on 22nd Street 
near Belmont Heights where 
Monday

Questioning of Dodd by Chair­ 
man John Stenni8, D-Miss., of 
the Senate ethics committee 
was put off until today’s Senate 
session. 
The bipartisan ethics panel 
unanimously 
recommended, 
after a 14-month investigation, 
that Dodd be censured for con­ 
duct that “tends to bring the 
Senate 
into 
dishonor 
and 
disrepute.” 
It found the white-haired, two- 
term senator converted to his 
personal benefit at least $116,083 
in political funds and that the 
double-billed the Senate and 
private organizations for travel 
expenses on seven trips. 
Long has appeared to irritate 
other senators with his tactics, 
including his statements that 
any senator who doesn’t hear 
all the debate shouldn’t vote 
on the censure resolution. 
But Dodd said he thinks Long 
has been helpful. “I’m sure that 
is his intention and I’m most 
grateful to him,” he said. 
Asked about his relations with 
Long, the assistant Democratic 
leader, Dodd said the two never 
have been particularly close.

A. Ask my e x u d e —or her 
lawyer. 
Q. But how much do top writ­ 
ers in general make? 
A. A good writer of situation 
Comedy can make $3,500 per 
half-hour script—and write 20 or 
30 of them a season if he really 
works at it. He also gets residu­ 
als, as I do from the Van Dyke 


show. In the variety field you 
can make $2,000 to $3,000 a 
week. A lot make $1,000, which 
is good, too. 
Q. How does a young fellow 
with talent get started earning 
this kind of gravy? 
A. Writing, believe it or not, is 
the easiest branch of show busi­ 
ness to get into. All you have to 
do is sit down and write. Wa 
look at everything that comes in

And the Arabs would be just 
as well off—at least in real es­ 
tate—as they were before they 
fell on their face. 
There’s

standout 
good 
reason why the Israelis won’t 
buy it—they’d have to return 
control of the Gulf of Aqaba to 
the Egyptians whose blockade 
of Israeli shipping in the gulf 
was the main cause of the war. 
On the face of it Moscow’s 
proposal makes no sense, ex­ 
cept for whatever good impres­ 
sion the Kremlin thinks it will 
make on the Arabs. This move 
is transparent enough to look 
juvenile except for a couple of 
things. 
At this moment both the Unit­ 
ed States and Soviet Union are 
trying to collect their senses 
after the sudden shock of the 
war and its sudden ending. And 
both are trying to play it cute 
until they know where they are 
going.

And 
this week, with the Israelis sit­ 
ting on the captured land of the 
Arabs, Johnson said the United 
States remains wedded to his 
statement of May 23.

All Johnson would say is that 
how the position he talked of on 
May 23 is carried out “depends 


a great deal on the nations 
themselves, what their views 
are, and what their proposals 
are.” 
What does all this 
mean? 
That's what the Soviets and Ar­ 
abs, no doubt, would like to 
know. 
Right now the United 
States itself probably doesn’t 
know. By rubber-baud language 
it buys time to see how the wind 
blows. 
But the U.N. Security Council 
turned down the Soviet sugges­ 
tion that Israel, the winner in 


the war, ihould let the Arabs 
have 
their 
land 
back. 
Here 
again the United States didn’t 
stick its neck out—at least verv 
far out—but neither did nost of 
the other members of the 15-na­ 
tion Security Council. 
Only six nations, including the 
Soviets, voted for the Soviet 
proposal: India, Bulgaria, Mali, 


Nigeria, and Ethiopia. The vU> 
er nine, including the United 
States, Britain and France—ab­ 
stained 
from 
voting, 
which 
killed the proposal. 
Frustrated 
in this, 
Moscow' 
demanded the General Assem­ 
bly consider the problem. If de­ 
bate starts there, it will be a 
donnybrook.

Change May Delay Program 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
State Highway Director P.E. 
Mi: she ter remained firm Wed­ 
nesday in his belief a new fed­ 
eral Bureau of Public Roads 
directive on safety requirements 
could interfere seriously with 
interestate highway construction 
in Ohio this summer. 
Commenting on the latest ex­ 
planation of the new directive 
from Washington, Masheter said 
there “is nothing in the new 
remarks that changes my posi- 
ion—We believe more lives will 
be saved on the highways by 
completing the interstate sys­ 
tem then by changing design on 
the basil of opinions that are 
not supported by facts.” 
He indicated his department 
will make a further protest to 
the federal bureau to present 
its views. 
Mashter said the changes 
proposed—wider bridges, more 
gentle side slopes, sign posts 
that break harmlessly if hit, 


more generous underpasses and 
similar safety features—-were 
drastic and costly and would 
slow construction on projects on 
which plans are already pre­ 
pared.

Frank Turner, director of the 
Bureau of Public Roads, has 
denied in Washington that the 
changes are drastic or would 
hurt highway construction.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Only about 50 per cent of the 
nearly $800 million in Ohio 
highway construction work was 
resumed Wednesday as the Ohio 
Contractors 
Association 
dis­ 
closed a disagreement over a 
wage hike with laborers. 
The OCA reached a tenta­ 
tive agreement Monday with 
Local 18 of the Operating Eng­ 
ineers, ending a six week strike 
by die heavy equipment oper­ 
ators, who returned to their 
Jobs Wednesday morning pend­ 
ing a mail vote on the agree 
ment. 
Charles Reinhart, industrial 
relations manager of the OCA 
said, however, members of the 
Laborers District Council of 
Ohio one expired April 30. 
“We are only at about 50 
per cent operation.” Rinehart 
said, adding that the contract­ 
ors’ association and labor rep­ 
resentatives met Tuesday with­ 
out reaching an agreement. 
“At the present time the sit­ 
uation is not encouraging for 
complete resumption of high 
way 
work,” 
Rinehart 
said 
“Without laborers, some opera 
tions cannot be performed, such 
as bridge building and pav 
tog.”

It has been ex plained to u s 
that this ru ling is for the apart­ 
ment dwellers who hav e no 
g ardens. Well, if they hav e no 
g ardens do they really belong 
in ou r g arden clu bs? 
Another National Cou ncil ru le 
that really bu g s me is the one 
concerning arrang ements in the 
Creativ ity -Award 
classes. 
In 
these classes the ru le reads- 
“The material u sed in the ar­ 
rang ement may be the desig n­ 
er’s choice bu t some freshly cu t 
plant material mu st be inclu d­ 
ed. 
The resu lting arrang ements 
u se metal, plastic, paper, wire, 
ev ery thing imag inable to create 
a desig n that will be ey e-catch­ 
ing . And then as an afterthou g ht 
a leaf is added. On occasion 
a flower, is added more often 
than not one pu rchased from 
the g reenhou se. 
We believ e su ch classes are 
not actu ally floral arrang ements 
and do not belong in flower 
shows. We believ e them to be 
handsome and sometimes wierd 
modern desig ns and g arden clu b 
hav e been tricked into inclu ding 
them in flower show's by the 
words “some freshly cu t plant 
material mu st be inclu ded.”

If y ou hav e the deer plu s a 
mother hen plu s cu te y ellow 
chicks y ou will end u p with a 
confu sed area. And if y ou hav e 
brig ht flowers as well as the 
ornaments ifs ju st too, too 
mu ch, 
We noiced in the recent v isit 
we had to the Victor Ries g ar­ 
den that this landscape au thor­ 
ity had sev eral "ornaments u sed 
as points of interest.

We believe them to be 
handsome and sometimes wierd 
modern designs and garden club 
have been tricked into including 
them in flower shows by the 
words “some freshly cut plant 
material must be included.” 
Now honest injun If they have 
to add that phrase doesn’t it 
prove that these are misfits 
in a flower show? 
Nor do I think that an entire 
section should be given over 
to dried arrangements in a 
flower show held at this time 
of year. However National Coun­ 
cil decrees that if a garden 
club wishes to give the National 
Council 
Award-of-Merit there 
must be a section in the show 
for dried arrangements with at 
least three clases. 
In a spring show when flowers 
are abundant do we need three 
classes for dried arrangements. 
Not if you ask me!

Go Easy on Ornaments — 


Too Many Are Distracting 


Garden ornaments are tricky 
to use. The dictionary defines 
the word “ornament,” as an 
addition that contributes to the 
beauty or elegance of a thing. 
A piece of jewelry is of course 
an ornament. But when some­ 
body wears lots of different jew­ 
elry its beauty is lost. It com­ 
petes with the attire. The dif­ 
ferent jewels compete with each 
other. 
The 
effect is 
garish 
and overdone. 
It's the same way with gar­ 
den ornaments. 
We have 
seen ornamental 
flamingoes used at a pool’s 
side among tall waterplants to 
considerable advantage. 
We have also seen flamingoes 
used in a flowerbed. Hie pink 
birds compete with, rather than 
add to the flowers. The flamin­ 
goes proved distracting, in our 
opinion. 
More than one ornament is 
also distracting. If you have a 
reclining deer in front of a mass 
of shrubbery that deer is a fo­ 
cal point that attracts your eye 
and can be charming and ef­ 
fective. 
lf you have the deer pius a 
mother hen plus cute yellow 
chicks you will end up with a 
confused area. And if you have 
bright flowers as well as the 
ornaments it’s just too, too 
much. 
We noiced in the recent visit 
we had to the Victor Ries gar­ 
den that this landscape author­ 
ity had several'ornaments used 
as points of interest. But they 
were used wih considerable ar­ 


tistry. He had managed some­ 
how to lead the eye to these or­ 
namental features one at a time. 
As you progressed along the 
path you suddenly came upon 
the pool. 
At another place your eye was 
attracted to the bird bath. And 
as you followed the brick path 
at the back you were delight­ 
ed to see a sun dial on a ped­ 
estal. 
The Ries garden is not a large 
one. Had these features not 
been placed with considerable 
artistry the effect would have 
been one of confusion. 
There may be seasons in the 
year when a bright gnome or a 
mother duck and her ducklings 
add interest to certain areas. 
If. as the season progresses 
bright flowers 
bloom 
in the 
same spot put the mother duck 
in the tool shed for tile time be­ 
ing. 
In my own garden I had an 
interesting statue of St. Frau- 
cis of Assisi. It was a garden 
where daylilies were planted. 
And I kept thinking how the 
flowers, when they bloomed, 
would add to the beauty of St. 
Francis. In the same garden 
the 
trumpet 
vines 
bloomed 
along with the daylilies. Instead 
of finding the effect pleasing. 
I discovered St. Francis did not 
add to the garden’s attractive­ 
ness at bloom time. 
Use garden ornaments spar­ 
ingly. Don’t make the mistake 
of thinking they will always add 
elegance to your floral displays. 
Instead they may give only an 
overdone and confusing effect.

can be any

it retains m oisture, adds organic 
m atter,

tards weed growth and is at­ 
tractive. Some of the more com ­ 
mon mulches are gravel, peat, 
cedar 
bark, 
sawdust, 
peanut 
hulls, aoli, polyethylene, corn 
cobs, m anure, and humus. 
The faster and easier a mulch 
breaks down, the more fertiliz­ 
er is needed. Nitrogen in fertili­ 
zer is one of the main nutrient 
requirem ents of plants but is 
also a requirem ent of the bac­ 
teria that facilitates the break

mulches. The bacteria will take 
teh nitrogen from the soil leav­ 
ing plants with little or no n i­ 
trogen. 
When you mulch, loosen the 
soil around the 
plant, 
leaving 
a slight depression in the area. 
This depression should be deep 
enough to allow room for about 
two inches of mulch and still 
be low enough to collect ra in -1 
water. The mulch area should 
be neat. Trim the edges wih 
a shovel or spade, leaving a 
small space around the stem or 
trunk of the plant. The constant 
moisture against the Lunk can 
freeze in the winter and injure 
some plants. 
Polyethylene 
can 
be 
used 
with gravel or by itself. Lay 
the polyethylene in the m ulch 
area and trim to the right size. 
Add enough gravel to cover the 
polyethylene. Do not use poly- 
thylene in paved areas since 
water cannot reach the roots of 
the plant unless artificial 
w a­ 
tering is provided. Mulches can 
be used around trees, shrubs, 
hedges, specim en plants 
and 
in spaces between plants. Don’t 
forget to fertilize: 
Fertilization • of trees may be 
done in the fall ‘or spring every 
one to .three years. Use I Va to ?M 
pounds of a 10-6-4. 15-10-5, 14 
7-7 or sim ilar analysis fertiliz­ 
er per inch trunk diam eter for 
trees under six inches in d i­ 
am eter. Use 2Va to 5 pounds per 
inch trunk diam eter for trees 
over six inches in diam eter.

The fertilizer may be applied 
by drilling or punching 
(in the ground) around the tree. 
There should be IO to 20 holes

Repeated applications of fe r­ 
tilizer will change the acidity 
or alkalinity of the soil which 
may effect the growth of plants 
Have your 
soil 
tested 
every 
three to five years to determ ine 
the acidity 
or 
alkalinity 
and 
corrective m easures 
A good mulch and fertilizer 
job will not only improve your 
landscape but will make other 
jobs easier. Hand weeding can 
be nearly eliminated and m ow ­ 
ing around plants will be e a s­ 
ier
